Leaning toDixie 
Rates’ Revision 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—After 
a long, hard fight, extending over 
a period of years, southern repre- 
sentatives in congress are looking 
forward to a decision by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission 
which, it is hoped, will put an end 
to the present system of discrim- 
inatory freight rates. 

Southern industrial development 
has been held back for years, it is 
claimed, by a system of freight 
rates which makes it possible for 
northern or eastern manufacturers 
to ship goods into the south a 
cheaper rate than the same g 
can be transported to northern and 
eastern markets. 

The ICC, after extensive hear- 
ings and investigation, has now 
completed the record in the class 
rate action initiated by the South- 
ern Governors Conference, which 
is asking that the freight rate 
structure of the nation be put on a 
uniform basis. 

Free To Decide. 

The record, in fact, was com- 
pleted in July, which means that 
the federal_rate-making body is 
free now to hand down its decision 
at any time. When it will be forth- 
coming, however, is a question 
that officials of the commission 
seem unable to answer. It may be 
soon or late. 

The important thing is that the 
commission, for the first time in 
its history, has undertaken a re- 
view of the whole freight rate sit- 
uation, in relation to the complaint 
of southern shippers, and is now 
prepared to hand down a decision 
which may end the long- toe 
controversy. 

No one can safely predict what 
the decision ‘will be, but the out- 
look for a southern victory may

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Winter Slows

Drive on Rome 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Nov. 13.—(#)—Winter de- 
scended on the Italian front in 
earnest today with the American 
Fifth Army locked in grim, see- 
saw fighting with the Germans 


on the main road to Rome and 
the British Eighth Army still mov- 
ing into position against enemy 
lines along the Sangro river. 

The Fifth Army .made what 
headquarters described as “further 
local advances against stiff resis- 
tance and in difficult country,” 

the towns of Filignano 
and Pozzili, respectively four miles 
north and two miles northeast of 
Venafro and about 25 miles inland 
from the 4yrrhenian coast. 

The Germans in their determin- 
ed resistance have struck out at

Allies Take Heights.

Bleed Germans. 

More than 100 towns fell in yes- 
terday’s drive that bled the Ger- 
mans with “enormous lossc: in 
manpower and equipment,” said 
the Moscow midnight communi- 
que, recorded by the Soviet moni- 
tor. 

Another important Russian at- 
tack northeast of the Zhitomir- 
Korostcn area was plunging ahead 
through the marshes toward Re- 
chitsa, now but 15 miles away, to 
outflank Gomel in White Russia. 

Twelve heavily fortified Ger- 
man strongpoints were taken and 
about 2,000 Germans were de- 
clared wiped out in the bloody 
fighting. Large numbers of pris- 
oners were taken and tanks, guns 
and stores destroyed or captured 
by the Russians. 

The fall of Zhitomir also gain- 
ed another important milestone on 
one of the few east-west automo- 
bile roads in Russia from Kiev to 
southern Poland. Its capture was 
announced by Marshal Stalin ex- 
actly a week after he had trium- 
phantly hailed the fall of Kiev, 
85 miles eastward. 

Fight in Streets. 

Later details told of fighting in 
the streets before the Germans 
fled during the night leaving 
large stores of ammunition, pro- 
visions, big guns and trucks be- 
hind. In one town in the area 
the Russians said they found 128 
trucks, 1,000 rifles and 30 guns 
and mortars. — 

Russian guerrillas also were 
operating behind German lines in 
the Zhitomir region and the com- 
munique said they derailed two 
German troops trains and three re- 
pair trains. About 400 Germans 
were killed or wounded in the 
wrecks. 

Southeast of Zhitomir the Ger- 
mans beat frantically at Russian 
forces holding the town of Fastov. 
One German wave fell back only 
after 17 tanks were destroyed and 
800 men killed. In other sector 
28 tanks and 80 gasoline trucks 
were destroyed and an infantry 
regiment dispersed. 

“Uncle Joe” Talks. 

Stalin’s special order of the day 
described Zhitomir, a town of 95,- 
000 persons, as “a most important 
junction of communications and a 
powerful strongpoint of German 
defenses.” 

Three cavalry divisions were 
among the spearhead troops which 
won back Zhitomir, cutting the 
Odessa-Leningrad railroad—the 
last important north-south link 
short of the pre-war Polish border 
for the Nazis, hard-pressed in 
White Russia and now ominously 
outflanked in their last Ukraine 
stand. 

Just a year ago the Germans 
were smashing triumphantly on 
Stalingrad and threatening the 
Volga. Since then the Russians 
have driven approximately 700 
airline miles to Zhitomir, and 
stand about the same distance 
short of Berlin.

LONDON, Nov. 13.—(/)—Ale- 
lied planes of the Northwest Afri- 
ca Airforce took a heavy hand in 
the guerrilla battle for Albania 
and Yugoslavia yesterday while 
on the ground the Partisans re- 
sisted a determined Nazi attempt 
to wipe them out in northern 
Slovenia. 

The Partisan communique of 


General Josip Broz (Drug Tito) 
gave details today of “very bit- 
ter” defensive battles in Slovenia. 
It also told of successful guerrilla 
operations in Macedonia, Dalma- 
tia, Montenegro, Serbia and east- 
ern Bosnia and fresh attacks on 
German communications. 


Allied headquarters in Algiers 
announced American Mitchells on 
Friday went to the support of the 
Partisans by bombing the oil field 
at Berati and the nearby Kucove 
airfield in southern Albania. 


On the same day American and 
RAF fighter-bombers escorted by 
British Spitfires strafed the land- 
ing ground at Mostar in Yugo- 
slavia, destroying four aircraft on 
the ground. They also destroyed 
three locomotives at Opuzen, 
southwest of Mostar. 

Tito’s communique said Parti- 
sans also had struck at railways 
behind German lines at Gorizia, 
in northeastern Italy north of 
Trieste.

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British Army Ready 


To Control Lebanon 


LONDON, Nov. 13.—(AP)—The British government made 
it clear today that it was ready to seize control quickly in 
Lebanon if necessary to protect the strategic Middle East 
following reports of clashes between the French and Leb- 
anese Nationalists. British troops already are on the spot if 


needed. 

While the French-controlled Bei- 
rut radio announced that the sit- 
uation in Syria and Lebanon was 
quiet and charged that reports of 
disturbance were “enemy propa- 
ganda,” the British showed that 
they definitely did not share this 
view. 

Although British officials de- 
clined to say whether Britain may 
employ armed forces in the crisis, 
news correspondents were told 
that they could not exaggerate the 
importance tHe vovernment at- 
taches to maintaining order in the 
Near East. 

Particularly, it was emphasized, 
Gisorders cannot be permitted in 
this vital area, for which British 
troops are responsible.

Fighting 15,000 Feet Up. 
| “Our planes had just taken off 
‘again when 20 dive-bombers came 
in at 15,000 feet in good forma- 
tion.

Decison's

HIGHTOWER. 
—(AP)—The United States 


Navy has now perfected one of the greatest tactical reorgani- 
zations in its history in order to bring massive air striking 
power against Japanese sea forces and air-defended island 


positions in the Pacific. 
It is completion of this reor- 


ganization, as well as the launch- 
ing of 17 battle-type aircraft car- 


riers and hundreds of other ships 
in the last two years, which 
enabled Admiral Chester W. Ni- 
mitz, Pacific fleet chief, to say 
this week with full confidence of 
victory that “our time has come 
to attack.” 

A ranking naval leader told 
this reporter today that “just 
about all our ships in the Pacific, 
except submarines, have been 
‘grouped around aircraft carriers 
and the organization makes such a 
formidable force that when I saw 
it, and the fighting spirit of the 
men in it. I almost felt sorry for 
the Japs for the first time in my 
life.” - 

The initial problem of 
massed force is two-fold: 


ear the Japanese out of 
Ee positions and, if pos- 
sible, to create an opportunity to 
engage and destroy the enemy 
fleet.

‘signed to Admiral Nimitz’s staff 
| with the rank of vice admiral and 
later his successor, Rear Admiral 
John S. McCain, was elevated to 
ithe new post of deputy chief of 
/naval operations for air with the 
‘rank of vice admiral.

Another Attack 
On Pearl Harbor 
By Japs Likely 


HONOLULU, Nov. 13.—(»)— 
The commanding general of Army 
forces in Hawaii believes that an- 
other Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor is likely within the next 
four months. 

Vital installations, Army and 
Navy hangars and supply dumps 
on Oahu island would be the pri- 
mary targets.

These are the considered opin- 
ions of military experts, including 
Lieutenant General Robert C.

WPB Relaxes 


Critical Items 


Relaxation of limitation orders 
governing the sale and distribu- 
tion of critical materials formerly 
held for war production uses only 
now permits that such materials 
may be used for production of' es- 
sential civilian needs, according to 
Elliott Newell, regional manager 
of the facilities department of the 
War Production Board. 


This does not mean that any 
civilian goods manufacturer may 
secure steel and other materials 
held for war production, but ma- 
terials declared “idle and excessive 
to war needs” 
production of essential civilian 
goods or other “allowable uses” by 
~ ara Production Board, Newell 
said. 


Stockpile Mounting. 


We have found that the stock- 
piles of certain types of steel that 
has not and cannot be used for 
war production is mounting with 
time, and an easement of regula- 
tions will now permit these stock- 
piles to be put into channels for 
production of civilian essential 
goods. 

As an example, Newell said, the 
War Production Board has found 
that a certain type of metal which 
can be made into automobile tags, 
is not presently needed in war 
production and has not been need- 
ed since its use for tags was pro- 
hibited by WPB. Thus, orders re- 
stricting its use for tags have 
been eased, and next year will 
find many states with new auto- 
mobile tags. 

Among other civilian goods that 
production will begin on with the 
relaxation of these orders are slide 
fasteners, hook and eye fasteners, 
metal buttons and bobby pins. 


Present Inventory. 


The present Inventory of steel 
stocks in this region is 7,165 items, 
totaling 27,918,390 pounds. This 
does not include 22,086,086 pounds 
of iron, steel and alloys gathered 
in this region by the Steel Recov- 
ery Corporation and with its liqui- 
dation November 1, was turned 
over to the redistribution depart- 
ment of the regional WPB, Newell 
said. 

Releasing of some of these ma- 
terials, idle and excessive to war 
needs, does not mean that the war 
program is nearing an end or even 
looking better, Newell warned, 
but it means that the materials 
held for months against an un- 
foreseeable need for their use in 
war production, are now per- 
mitted to be used for production 
of critical goods for civilians.

proval any plan that meets any 
one of these conditions: 


1. If the -mploye’s base salary 
has not been increased since Oc- 
tober 3, 1942, he may be paid a 
bonus that does not exceed the 
higher of these amounts: (a) that 
paid in the firm’s last fiscal year 
prior to October 3, 1942, or (b) 
that paid in the first fiscal year 
after October 3, 1942, provided in 
this instance, however, the bonus 
does not exceed 50 per cent of 
the base salary. 


2. If the employe’s base salary 
has been increased, he may be 
paid a bonus not to exceed that 
paid in the first fiscal year after 
October 3, 1942, provided it does 
not exceed 20 per cent of his pres- 
ent base salary. 

Established Policy. 


3. If the employe has received 
regular bonuses under an estab- 
lished policy based on percentage 
of base salary, he may be paid a 
bonus, regardless of amount, so 
long as the percentage rate has 
not been changed since Oétober 
3, 1942. 


4. An employe also may be paid 
a bonus™“if it, together with all 
other compensation, does not in- 
crease his total pay- for the cur- 
rent year over his 1941 earnings 
by more than 15 per cent if his 
1941 pay was $2,400 or less, 10 
per cent if it was over $2,400 but 
not over $4,000 or 5 per cent if 
it was over $4,000 but not over 
$7,500.

Rickenbacker Recalls Rescue, - 


Calls for Extra Victory 


NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—(#)— 
Eddie Rickenbacker, marking the 
anniversary of his rescue in the 
South Pacific last November 14, 
after 21 days on a life raft, called 
upon the American people today 
to shun complacency and bend all 
efforts toward knocking Hitler 
out of the war in 1944. 

America owes that, he said in 
an exclusive statement to the As- 
sociated Press, to its “fighting 
men, whose deeds in my opinion 
make possible a total victory over 


'the cruel and heartless enemy in 


Europe during the year of 1944.” 


Rickenbacker recalled his res- 
cue with thankfulness, and added: 


“Since then I have had the rare 
privilege and honor tq visit all the 
fighting fronts throughout the 
world, including Russia, which has 
crystallized one basic thought in 
my mind—that America has pro- 
duced a generation of fighting 
men unequalled in our history, 
who are scattered throughout the 
four corners of the world. 


“We have watched the Russians 
driving the Germans back with 
great rapidity. Our boys in con- 
junction with those of our Allies 
have chased the Germans and 
Italians out of North Africa. Mus- 
solini and his Fascists have been 
overthrown, and the Allies are 
now gradually driving the Ger- 
mans out of Italy. In the Pacific 
our combined forces of air, land 
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Efforts 


and sea are meeting with success 
against the Japs. 

“The result — thousands and 
thousands of those on the home 
front are beginning to relax their 
efforts and sit back with a pro- 
found complacency that the war 
is almost over. 

“This complacency should be 
dispelled immediately, as, in my 
opinion, the Allies still have the 
real fight ahead of them before 
the war is ended in Europe—to 
say nothing of what confronts 
them in the war against the Japs. 

“Therefore, we on the home 
front must continue to play our 
part to the utmost to preserve for 
our boys the type of America they 
are fighting for, and which we 
are enjoying today, when they re- 
turn after victory i$ ours. To them 
must go the torch of leadership for 
the service rendered, so that the 
generations to come may proudly 
say ‘Peace on earth, good will to- 
ward men.’”

The drug is diasone, one of sev- 
eral phosphorus-containing com- 
pounds called sulfones with which 
scientists have been experiment- 
ing to find a remedy, the only 
cure at present being the body’s 
own resistance. 


Diasone is not one of the “sulfa” 
compounds, but physicians say it 
holds promise of controlling tu- 
berculosis chemically almost as 
effectively as the sulfonamides 
control streptococcus and other in- 
fections, 


Dr. Charles K. Petter, superin- 
tendent of the Lake County Tuber- 
culosis sanitarium—the first insti- 
tution in the United States to ad- 
minister diasone to patients—has 
made an optimistic preliminary 
report, 


He disclosed to the Lake County 
Medical Society that diasone “is 
the best we have found so far in 
our experience” and that he is 
convinced it will be “an extremely 
valuable adjunct to our modern 
treatment of tuberculosis.” 

“We are a long way from the 
final answer,” he added, but ex- 
pressed belief the sulfone com- 
pounds may be “pointing the way 
to the ultimate goal.” 

Dr. Petter said diasone had been 
administered to 108 patients in the 
sanitarium, a few of them for as 
long as nine months. Of this 
group, 30 received the drug less 
than 60 days and he added that 
noticeable improvement was ob- 
served as early as 60 days. 

For example, there were 72 pa- 
tients with tuberculosis of the 
lungs, nine “minimal” or least se- 
rious cases, 42 moderately ad- 
vanced cases and 21 far advanced 
ones. Some have received the 
drug for 60 days, some for 90 days 
and others for 12 days or more. 

“An analysis of the therapeutic 
results shows 100 per cent im- 
provement in all the minimal 
cases,” Dr. Petter reported. 

“Marked improvement was re- 
corded in one-third of the 60-day 
group, one-half of the 90-day and 
three-fourths of the 120 group. 
Moderate improvement was re- 
corded in the remainder.” 

The two outstanding develop- 
ments in the treatment. of tuber- 
culosis were sanatorium manage- 
ment and the use of thoracic sur- 
gery (lung collapse), starting after 
the first World War. 

“We feel that the sulfone com- 
pounds, which have been studied 
clinically, are definitely a step 
ahead in_ tuberculosis * therapy, 
probably ranking with the advent 
of the sanatorium and the collapse 
therapy,” Dr. Petter concluded.

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Grady Clinic 
To Use ‘Fever’ 


“Artificial fever” therapy in the 
treatment of syphilis will be util- 
ized for the first time in this sec- 
tion of the country with the estab- 
lishment of a clinic of gentio-infec- 
tious disease at Grady hospital. 

The clinic. through co-operative 
efforts of Grady hospital with the 
Atlanta and Fulton county health 
departments, will offer advanced 
methods for the treatment of So- 
cial diseases, which public health 
officials have named Atlanta’s 
public health problem No. 1. 
Equipment used in the “artificial 
fever” treatment is scheduled to 
grrive at Grady hospital this week. 

However, Grady physicians said 
even artificial fever is no “cure- 
all.” and though the machine will 
aid in combatting the disease, 
miracies must not be expected. 

The value of fever as a con- 
tributing agent in affecting 
evphilis cures was discovered by a 
Vienna physician who observed in- 
sane victims made remarkable re- 
coveries following attacks of yel- 
low fever during the course of 
their treatment with mercury. 

Further investigation indicated 
fever was the agent intensifying 
the effectiveness of the drug and 
later discoveries made _ possible 
“artificial fever” by use of elec- 
trical equipment. 

While artificial fever therapy is 
not new it has not been used be- 
fore in this section though Grady 
physicians have utilized typhoid 


type infections to cause fever in) 


patients being treated for syphilis. 

Dr. Albert Heyman, who is in 
charge of the clinic, told The Con- 
stitution the artificial fever ther- 
apy will be used in advanced cases 
of the disease. Syphilis cures are 
being affected at the present time 
in 10 weeks by the multiple 
syringe method, Dr. Heyman said, 
and gonnorhea responds to treat- 
ments with sulpha drugs. 

The new clinic has two pur- 
poses, to treat social diseases in 
Grady hospital and to act as con- 
sultants with the city and county 
health departments, Dr. Heyman 
added. He also said experimental 
work in social diseases will be car- 
ried on extensively.

Ernie Pyle Tells: 


How Father Failed 


To Recognize Him 


By ERNIE PYLE. 


CLINTON, Ind.—My father 


is in the hospital for the first 


time in his life. He celebrated his 76th birthday there the 


other day. 


He has been in the hospital for six weeks now, and~has a 
month to go. He enjoys it more than anything that’s hap- 


pened to him in years. 

My father stumbled and fell at 
the foot of some steps in the base- 
ment of Rhoades’ store in Dana, 
the last of September. He didn't 
break anything, but he was so 
badly bruised and wrenched that 
he couldn't move, and Mr. Lunger 
had to carry him upstairs in his 
arms. Mr. Lunger said my dad 
felt just like a feather, for hes a 
ittle fellow like me. 

They put him in an ambulance 
and brought him to the Clinton 
hospital, eight miles from our 
home near Dana. He couldn't 
move at all for several days, he 
was so sore. 

Then he got to having night- 
mares and staggering around in 
his room at night, so the surgeon 
put a splint on his hip to keep 
him in bed. 

It's merely a safety precaution, | 
for the doc says he might break 
his already weakened hipbone Just 
by wandering around the room.| 
My dad gets mixed up and calls 
the splint a “flint” when he tells 
about it. F 

The nurses al) adore my dad, 
because he is mild and undemana- 
ing and extremely grateful for| 
everything they do. As a conse- 
quence, they do more for him than 
anybody else. They joke with 
him and poke fun at him, and he 
likes that. 

His Nightmare. 

The night my had had his night- 
long nightmare was quite an occa- 
sion. Actually he was delirious, | 
for part of the time he thought 
he was in Rockville, 25 miles 
away, and part of the time out in 
a tent in the hospital grounds. 
(He must have been reading too | 
many of my war stories, for there 
isn’t any tent in the hospital | 
ground.) . | 

At any rate, it was while he was | 
“in the tent” that he had to go| 
to the toilet. He got out of bed 


and couldn’t find the door to the | 
bathroom. He got completely lost. 


there in the dark. Then he felt. 
the foot of the bed, and since he 
figured he was in a tent with no 
floor but the ground, what differ- 
ence did it make? The nurses 
caught him at that, and put him 
back in bed. I don’t believe I’ve 
heard my father get as tickled in 
40 vears as when he recounts the 
story. 

After awhile the nurses found 
him wandering around the room 
again. They asked him what he 
thought he was doing. He said 
why, he was just trying to find | 
his way back to the hospital. He 
thought he was up at Dana, and it 
was time for him to be getting 
back. 

After that they put sideboards 
on his bed, so he couldn't get out. 
But he thought some strange men 
in the room were after him, and 
in trying to get away he worked 
his legs out through the spaces in 
the sideboard, and got caught and | 
all tangled up, and was hanging | 
practically upside down when the. 
nurses found him. After that they | 
ut the “flint” on his hip, to keep | 
im in bed for sure. He hasn't 
had any nightmares since. | 

Likes Hospital. | 

My father really seems to relish 
being in the hospital. He has a 
mice corner room where he can 
look out at the front lawn and 
see people come in. His general 
health is good, and he looks fine. 
The nurses give him a bath every

morning, and one of them shaves 
him. 

He says the hospital food is 
wonderful. They’ve really con- 
verted him down here. He has 
never eaten butter nor drunk cof- 
fee in his life; now he’s consum- 
ing both and loving it. He has 
about 10 visitors a day, and he 
keeps his door open all the time 
for fear he'll miss something go- 


ing on out in the hall. 


The Clinton hospital, like hos- 
pitals all over the country, I’m 
told, is producing more babies 
than at any time in history. As 
one of the nurses said, “The Army 
is sure shelling out the babies.” 

My dad is quite struck with this 
wholesale addition to the popula- 


tion, and every morning asks the 


nurses the score for the night. He 


'and the nurses make jokes about 


it. My dad is scared to death 


'they’ll get mixed up and take him 


to the delivery room some day. 

My dad is neither blind nor 
deaf, but he is a little of each. 
His eyes are so bad people have 
to read his letters to him, and you 
have to speak rather loud to him. 
Which leads to a little story. 

Does Not Recognize Son. 

The night I arrived, several 
members of our family met the 
train and we drove right to the 
hospital. The folks hung back so 
I could go ahead into the room 
alone. 

So I went in and my father 
held out .his hand, and we talked 
together for about a minute, and 
then the rest of them came in. He 


greeted them all, and then asked 


if they had been to the depot yet. 
They said yes, and then my dad 


“Did Ernest come?” 


So they all howled and said, 
“Who do you think you’ve been 
talking to the last few minutes?” 

“Why,” he said, “I thought it 
was Clyde Howard.” Clyde is the 
barber up at Dana. My dad was 
very chagrined.

The National Urban League has 
taken another important step to 
assure war and postwar stabiliza- 
tion of the employment of Ne 
groes. Lester B. Granger, execu- 
tive secretary of the league, points

of the country today. 

The organization has set up an 
industrial laboratory in which the 
experiences of hundreds of war in- 
dustries now employing Negroes 
will be analyzed. An extensive 
program of education is being de- 
veloped and the co-operation of 
management, labor and govern- 
ment is being sought. Julius A. 
Thomas, director of the Depart- 
ment of Industrial Relations of the 
National Urban League, is in 
charge of the expanded program. 

Two field secretaries recently 
have been added to the national 
staff for the purpose of developing 
the field work. One of these, 
Reginald A. Johnson, has been con- 
nected actively with the National 
Urban League since 1930. The 
other, Alphonse Heningburg, has 
done his work in personnel and 
educational administration.

Rocket Gun Thought Best Bet 


As Germany’s ‘Secret’ Weapon 


By LEWIS HAWKINS. + 
LONDON, Nov. 13.—(4)—Ger- 
many’s “secret weapon” may be 
either rocket guns, suicide para- 
chutists, stratosphere bombers or 
gas—arrayed in the order of their 
possibility—but all of these have 
become the subject of much spec- 
ulation since Prime Minister 
Churchill gravely warned of pos- 
sible new forms of attack on Eng- 
land, 

In giving official cognizance to 
the threat in his speech Tuesday, 
the prime minister hinted that the 
Nazis’ projected new methods of 
warfare might not be entirely se- 
cret, assuring the nation that the: 
British have been watching closely 
for signs of such developments— 
and presumably planning counter- 
action. 

Rocket guns, of which the “ba- 
zooka” used by American ground 
forces and the plane-mounted 
type being put into use by the 
German air force are examples, 
seem the most likely threat. They 
appeal to military observers as a

No reason is seen why big 
rocket guns could not be built to 
fire on London from the French 
coast 100 miles away. 

Because they are self-propel- 
ling, needing only a comparatively 
light force to start them off, rocket 
projectiles can be launched from 


a simple, durable apparatus, con- | 


trasting sharply to the “Big Ber- 
thas” which not only were intri- 
cate and costly, but wore out after 
30 rounds had been fired. 

The great disadvantage of rock- 
ets at extreme range is their lack 
of accuracy. “Big Berthas” at 
their best had a target area 
roughly two miles by three-quar- 
ters of a mile, within which the 
shell might fall anywhere. Artil- 
lerymen figure rcokets would do 
well to land within a five-mile 
square if fired 100 miles, 

Indiscriminate throwing of hun- 
dreds of rocket shells into south- 
ern England might kill many per- 
sons and cause tremendous dam- 
age. It is doubtful that it would 
approach the German air force’s 
efforts at destruction of military 
objectives. 

One report reaching London 
from continental sources said the 
Germans, nevertheless, intend to 
try rockets—partly as a blow at 
the tough British morale and more 
as sop for their own people, who 
are calling for retaliation against 
the continental Allied air raids. 

This report indicated the guns 
would be used mainly from rail- 
way cars or truck and would be 
shifted around rapidly, making 
their location by planes difficult. 
The rockets might also carry in- 
cendiaries which would seatter 
fire over a wide area and make up 
for their lack of accuracy. 

Use of parachute troops—which 
would explain the prime minis- 
ter’s warning that home guards 
as well as fire watchers might be 
taxed to the utmost by a new Nazi 
campaign—would be a novelty as 
a device to counter invasion. 

Yet it is considered quite pos- 
sible. Parachutists probably could 
not stop the impending great Al- 
lied invasion, but they might har- 
ass it and throw it off its time- 
table by disrupting communica- 
tions and “transportation through 
widespread sabotage. 

About a year ago the Germans 


boasted, through their usual neu- 


tral outlets, of Junkers-86 strato- 
sphere bombers which could fly at 
a height of nine miles, well above 
all flak and out of reach of all 


except the very latest Allied fight- 
ers. 


This plane is known to exist, but 


so far has not appeared in large 
numbers — perhaps 
Allies already have found an anti- 
dote—the factory making

Grady lived 
through the Civil War and recon- 
struction, but his most fruitful 
work was done in the 80s when 
the south was healing her wounds 
and working toward a “new 
south.” 

Dr. Nixon’s is not the first book 
on Grady, but he is the first au- 
thor to have had access to the 
private papers of Grady and con- 
sequently is able to provide an ac- 
curate picture of the noted editor.

The author, head of Emory’s 
journalism department, was born 
in Live Oak, Fla., in 1903 and 
began his newspaper career as a 
reporter on the Tampa Daily 
Times. He gradually advanced to 
the positions of sports editor, tele- 
graph editor, city editor and edi- 
torial writer. While at Emory as 
a student he earned most of his 
way as a correspondent and by 
operating the University News 
Bureau. 

Author’s Former Works. 

He joined the Emory faculty in 
1926 and developed the depart- 
ment of journalism into a recog- 
nized division. Dr. Nixon was a 
graduate assistant at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, where he earn- 
ed his M. A, degree in 1934, and 
at the University of Minnesota, 
where he received his doctorate in 
political science in 1942. Prior to 
the Grady book, he had edited two 
wooks on journalism and had writ- 
ten a number of articles on Grady 
for various periodicals, 

The entire Grady collection, 
consisting of letters, manuscripts, 
pictures and many other memora- 
bilia, such as Grady’s own menu 
card at the New England Society 
dinner in New York, have been 
placed on display at tht Emory 
library. The Atlanta Historical 
Society has arranged, a Grady 
window display at its" headquar- 
ters in the Erlanger Theater build- 
ing.

today and use all of his old 
speeches. He might have to touch 
them up a little on the tariff, 
study the freight rate situation 
harder than Ellis Arnall has, and 
add something on the labor ques- 
tion which had not become acute 
in the south of his day—but other- 
wise he could repeat himself and 
be perfectly in tune. Proving how 
much in advance of his times (or 
how long a current-maker) Geor- 
gia’s evangel of “The New South” 
was. His words on the south’s 
need of agricultural diversifica- 
tion, of balancing cotton and to- 
bacco with food and feed, are as 
good now as they were in his 
eighties. So is his favorite speech 
on the need of industry, to absorb 
the excess products and popula- 
tions of southern farms to make 
more money in the south and keep 
more where it was made. So are 
both his speeches to the north— 
the one before the New England 
Society of New York in 1886, 
when he loved a nation towards 
peace, and the last one, before the 
Boston merchants a few days be- 
fore his death in 1889, when the 
centripetal force of regional cir- 
cumstances had drawn him in- 
ward on the south as it drew Cal- 
houn and he breathed the south’s 
defiance against the “Force Bill.” 


Southern industrialists and busi- 
nessmen of today, needing spokes- 
men who are for them but not 
fatuous or sold out and whose lib- 
eralism and independence give 
their words an -authority no 
spokesman owned in fee simple 
can possess, would have loved 
Henry Grady. They loved him in 
the eighties, and they belonged 
to his scheme, to his hope of 
southern economic advance. Only 
through them, he knew, could 
the south increase the sum total 
of its wealth. And without an 
increase in the sum total there 
wasn’t enough to go around, no 
matter how it was distributed. 


Grady had a speech against 
statism, too, and with it one 
against private monopoly. He was 
against excessive centralization of 
government at Washington and 
equally against excessive cen- 
tralization of business in private 
hands. He associated the two. 
Words from him on that subject 
would be most timely to this day. 

Especially could Grady have 
used his speeches on the Negro 
question. Like liberal but com- 
mon-sense southerners now he 
was against both the southern 
bigot and the northern radical. 
He saw that the two races in the 
south must be separate in some 
respects and that the white must 
dominate. But he saw, too, that 
there must be ever more of justice 
and oportunity given the southern 
black man, even more of confi- 
dence, affection and co-operation 
between the races, and that the 
southern white man who made a 
business of cheating, hating and 
fearing the southern black man 
was an enemy to his own race and 
to the decencies of mankind. 


All of which and a fascinating 
more are recalled in Raymond B. 
Nixon’s “Henry W. Grady— 
Spokesman of the New South” 
which Alfred Knopf publishes this 
month. Mr. Nixon, an experi- 
enced and careful journalist, head 
of the journalism department at 
Emory University in Atlanta, is 
the first writer to have had access 


'to the private papers of Henry 


Grady. In addition he has made 
an exhaustive examination of all 
the public records, and of the 
Grady recollections of men living 
now. The result is a book which, 
in my experience, reads itself. It 
is so chock full of things that ex- 
plain the south of today and make 
intimate the south of only yester- 
day, and all in the flavor of Gra- 
dy’s vitality, that no one with 
southern roots can put it down, 
It fills a big gap. Until now 
there has been no book about 
Henry Grady other than the “me- 
morial volume” of 1890 edited by 
Joe] Chandler Harris in more love 
than analysis; In his way, Mr. 
Nixon seems to love Grady as 
much as Harris did. His book pre- 
sumes always the rightness and 
greatness of his man. But his 
method and style are those of the

careful student and vivid narrator, 
with fact and story always first 
and conclusion left to challenge. 

And simply on the record as Mr. 
Nixon so competently reports it, 
Henry Grady was indeed a great 
man. It is a pity Gerald Johnson 
had no opportunity to read this 
record before he made his slight- 
ing references to Grady in his 
lately published “American Heroes 
and Hero Worship.” The nation 
outside the south has forgotten 
what a great man Grady was, al- 
though New York editors were 
nominating him for vice president 
and even President while he lived. 
The nation will profit from a 
reading of the Nixon book. He 
was great for the notes he sounded 
with an extraordinarily gifted 
tongue and pen at a time of criti- 
cal direction-taking in the south 
and the nation. He was great for 
the national attention he won and 
what he did with it in directions 
of peace. He was great for the 
south-wide following he had and 
the way he led it in identification 
of problems and discovery of shin- 
ing chances. But he was greatest 
for the gallantry and optimism of 
a bustly fighting and loving 
spirit that gives southern endeavor 
an example even now. 

He lived generously, and in 
great example to those beside him 


and those who remember. 


Grady’s Views Still Modern; 
New Era Needs Like Guidance

The spokesman of the new 
south has spoken again across a 
half century to remind the na- 
tion of his solution to war—taut 
southern social. and economic 
problems. 

The south, packed with Army 
camps, throbbing with war plants, 
forcing -farm output, faces a 
transition era which may call for 
leadership such as Henry W. 
Grady gave to a region struggling 
out of Civil War reconstruction. 

Many southern economists fear 
a slack period at the war’s end. 
Such a period would require in- 
spiration and guidance akin to 
Grady’s in the eighties. 

Among the potential new 
Gradys, says Grady's biographer, 
is the present editor of The At- 
lanta Constitution, Ralph McGill. 
Dr. Raymond Bs Nixon dedicated 
his new biography, just published, 
to McGill, as one “in whose lib- | 
eral and constructive leadership 
the spirit of Henry W. Grady 


lives on.” 


Grady’s Fame. 

The silver-tongued orator of the 
eighties rose to fame pleading for 
an industrialized, crop-diversified, 
self-contained southern region, 
working in harmony with the na- 
tion despite its peculiar regional 
difficulties. 

Although completely loyal to

the union, Grady felt, the south 
must always be regarded as a dis- 
tinctive region. 

Dr. Nixon explains in his “Hen- 
ry W. Grady, Spokesman of the 
New South,” that Grady believed 
it was neither “provincialism” nor 
“sectionalism” that held the south- 
ern states together, but “some- 
thing deeper than these and es- 
sential to our system.” 

Grady said this “something 
deeper” was the problem of how 
“to carry within her body politic 
two separate races and nearly 
equal in numbers.”

She 
must carry them separately—for 
assimilation ‘means debasement. 
She must carry them in equal 
justice—for to this she is pledged 
in honor and in gratitude.

Over-All Demobilization Board, 
Headed by Baruch, Considered

A move to create an over-all war 
demobilization board with Bern- 
ard M. Baruch as administrator 
is under consideration by’ the 
senate’s special postwar commit- 
tee but members are divided on 
the scope of the proposed agen- 
cy’s authority. 

Chairman George, Democrat, 
Georgia, told this reporter today 
there appears to be unanimous 
belief among members that con- 
gress should enact speedily legis- 
lation fixing a few major policies 
for reconversion of industry to 
civilian pursuits after the war 
ends. 

Almost everyone on the com- 
mittee, he said, wants Baruch, the 
administration’s trouble shooter, 
to head a new agency which 
would provide the machinery for 
industrial demobilization, but 
some want it to operate only in 
an advisory capacity and others 
as the direct authority with pow- 
ers even wider than those original- 
ly given the War Production 
Board. 

Handles Readjustments. 

Baruch now heads a war and 
postwar readjustment unit under 
War Mobilization Chief James F. 
Byrnes. In this post he is charged 
with the development of unified 
plans by the various government 
agencies. 

George said that committee 
hearings thus far had indicated 
the need for enunciation by con- 
gress of general principles con- 
cerning the postwar disposal of 
government-owned war plants, the 
allocation of existing materials to 
civilian industries and the rapid 
cancellation and adjustment of 
war contracts. 

He expressed belief that con- 
gress must make provision for 
temporary loans to war contrac- 
tors to aid in revamping their. 
plants for civilian manufacture. | 
He added that some safeguards 
ought to be written into such a 
policy declaration to assure small 
business an equal chance with 
larger operators in obtaining ma- 


able prices. 
Million War Contracts. 

An idea of the gigantic recon- 
version task ahead has been given 
the committee in closed sessions 
at which it heard Byrnes, Under- 
secretary of War Robert Patter- 
son, Chairman Emory S. Land, of 
the Maritime Commission, and 
others. 

Patterson told the committee 
the War Department alone has 
more than 1,000,000 contracts that 
will be subject to cancellation 
when the war ends. The commit- 
tee was informed that more than 
8.000 contracts of various kinds 
already have been cancelled be- 
cause of changes in ordnance de- 
mands. 

In addition, the committee mem- 
bers heard that the government 
now has an investment approxi- 
mating $20,000,000,000 in war 
plants, a great many of which will 
not be needed further when hos- 
tilities cease. 

George said this investment 
poses one of the chief problems 
for congress in laying down gen- 
eral demobilization policies. He 
said, however, that the Army and 
Navy must determine largely 
what plants they want to keep in 
operation during peace time. 

Declaring. there is need for early 
action, George said he would con- 
fer with Baruch early next week 
and would ask the committee at 
a meeting Tuesday to fix a date 
for holding public hearings on the 
whole problem.

Racial Situation. 

“The necessity for national un- 
derstanding of the south’s racial 
situation, the need for industrial 
equality and a self-contained agri- 
cultural economy are _ perhaps 
more expanded now than they 
were in Grady’s time,” he said. 

“While some of Grady’s ideas 
are not greatly different from 
those now held by southern lead- 
ers generally, he was advanced in 
his thought for the period in which 
he lived; he was a ‘great liberal’ 
of his era.” 

Grady fought the “absentee 
plandlordism” or tenant system of 
farming which forced sauthern 
farmers to bleed the land in order 
to produce cash-crop cotton. 

For Negroes he urged “separate 
but equal accommodations” and 
education. And he pleaded for the 
south to be allowed to work out 
its own solution to its race prob- 
lem without interference. 

Dr. Nixon says the belief that 
the south must be allowed to work 
out its own racial salvation is held 
today by many regional leaders. 
McGill, one 6f the forces in the 
Commission on Inter-racial Co-op- 
eration, holds this view. 

Although best remembered for 
his oratory, especially his address 
on “The New South” before the 
New England Society in New 
York in 1886 with northern finan- 
cial bigwigs and General William 
T. Sherman listening, Grady was 
primarily a journalist. 

Liked Alliteration. . 

He reported an earthquake, po- 
litical scandal, mang a hanging. 
He liked alliteration, a neatly 
turned phrase, puns. He was also 
a showman. He promoted exposi- 
tions, a Chautauqua, many com- 
munity projects. He managed 
more than one political campaign. 
He once fought bitterly for pro- 
hibition in Atlanta. 

As a publicity man he had few 
peers. When he sponsored the 


tion of 1881 in Atlanta, the first 
story he “broke” from New York 
on it concerned a $2,000 subscrip- 
tion from General Sherman—the 
man who once burned the city in 
which the exposition was to be 
held. 

Grady was a wide-flung news- 
paper correspondent. While he 
was managing editor of The Con- 
stitution, he wrote for several oth- 
er large dailies on special occa- 
sions. He was a sports fan, too. 
He organized the Southern Base- 
ball League and “covered” the At- 
lanta home games for The Con- 
stitution. He was a “newspaper- 
man’s newspaperman.” But when 
he died, just 39 years old, the 
memory of what he had written 
and said belonged to the nation, 
and to the world.

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Lightnings Are the Latest Word 
In Today’s Air Battle of Wits

LONDON—(By Aair Mail)— 
(INS)—American air might is 
coming to bat again in the great- 
@st see-Sawing battle of wits that 
@erial warfare ever knew. The 
@nswer is that twin-boom dragon 
fly of war, the Lightning. Swarms 
of them, capable of going any- 
where a Fortress goes, will do just 
that from now on. 

Only a few weeks ago Nazi air 
force leaders were content that 
they had found the answer to the 
Fortress. In the space of a couple 
ef hours, or less, the Germans 
knocked down 60 of them on the 
Schweinfurt mission. It was a 
conquest which represented a 
U. S. loss of approximately $50,- 
000,000 in material and the 
harder-to-replace loss of 600 su- 
perbly trained airmen. 

German Method. 

The means and technique the 
Germans used to down the 60 
Fortresses was the fruit of shrewd 
research. The progress appeared 
foolproof. Except for antiaircraft 
fire the Germans permitted the 

ortress formation to advance on 

hweinfurt unmolested, until 
the accompanying Thunderbolts 
turned back. 

Then the Germans went to 
work on the slow-moving For- 
tress phalanx. At least 400 planes 
advanced on the 300 Fortresses. 
Most of them were FW-190’s 
which are superb fighting planes, 
but there were more  rocket- 
throwing planes, usually JU88’s, 
than the Germans had used since 
perfecting this defense. 

The  rocket-throwing lanes 
formed flights of threes and fives 
behind the Fortresses. For the 
most part, they stayed far astern 
of the tail guns of the Fortresses 
in the rear of the formation. Then 
they lobbed countless rocket 
shells into the close-packed For- 
tress formation. Fortresses which 
were crippled by this kind of fire 
and forced to leave the forma- 
tion, were pounced on by hordes 
of fighters. 

Rocket Gun Effective. 


The rocket gun wasn’t designed 
as a precision instrument. The 
Germans simply fired at the 
formation as a whole, knowing 
that our hundreds of bombers 
would fly wingtip to wingtip not 
only for mutual protection of 
their own guns but also because 
they had to bring a greater con- 
centration of bombs on the com- 
peratively small target below. 


Occasionally the rocket-throwing |

ships approached closely to the 
Fortress tail guns. Whenever they 
did, the much faster FW-190’s 
dived down from heights, flat- 
tened out in front of the JU-88’s, 


menacing fighter, what with its 
four 50-caliber machineguns and 
its 20-millimeter cannon in its 
nose, it can fly 40,000 feet in the 
air and maneuver down low al- 
most.as well as a Spitfire and 
much better than a Thunderbolt. 
It will be able to dive on slow- 
moving rocket-gun formations at 
the appalling speed of 700 miles 
an hour plus. Colonel Cass S. 
Hough dived a Lightning over in 
Britain this summer at 780 miles 
per hour. 
New Chapter Written. 


The Lightning’s suddenly ex- 
panded use for the longest. For- 
tress missions—Thunderbolts and 
occasionally Spitfires will continue 
to be used for protection on mis- 
sions not quite so deep— is a strik- 
ing new chapter in the dramatic 
battle of wits between the Nazis 
and the American Eighth Air 
Force. 

When the Fortresses first” went 
into operation from England the 
Germans offered little or no oppo- 
sition. Then they began hitting 
the Forts with new fighting planes 
which made good use of 20-milli- 
meter cannons. The Forts fought 
back well and regained the upper 
hand. Then the Germans found 
a soft spot in the Fort—its nose— 
and devised a system of fronfal 
attacks and quick dives to safety. 
Fortress noses began to bristle 
with 50 caliber guns. The Ger- 
mans then began dropping small 
fused bombs from fighter planes 
several hundred yards above For- 
tress formations, and still do to 
some extent. But the Forts rode 
onward. German flak began tak- 
ing a heavy toll among Fortress 
men; our answer was the flak suit 
which has saved countless lives. 
With increased use of the German 
antiaircraft batteries came new 
American tactics in evasive action. 
The Germans began decorating 
their FW-190’s to resemble Thun- 
derbolts; we sharpened our enemy 
plane identification courses. 

Finally the Germans hit on the 
rocket gun which, if it were de- 
veloped, might drive the Ameri- 
cans to night bombing for the 
same reason that the Germans 
themselves were driven to night 
bombing—overly heavy daylight 
losses. 

But the Hun had hardly devel- 
oped his new weapon before it 
was struck by Lightnings and 
made obsolete. He cannot have 
too many tricks — up his sleeve.

In Fulton, State 1944. Elections

Faint rumblings of 1944 poli- 
tics are being heard in Atlanta 
and: Fulton and DeKalb counties 
as voters prepared to elect more 
than a score of officers ranging 
from purely local posts to the 
presidency. 

Prospective candidates have be- 
gun to send trial balloons into 
the air, to polish their voices and 
to mend their fences, while the 
electorate is viewing the jockey- 
ing with indulgent smiles. 


Next year will be a big year 
in Georgia and Atlanta polLtically, 
despite the fact terms of Mayor 
Hartsfield, 18 members of city 
council, 12 members of the city 
Democratic executive committee, 
six members of the Atlanta board 
of education, and other city offi- 
cials have been extended for a 
year, postponing the city elections 
until 1945. 

Extension of Terms. 


The extension of terms of city 
officials was for the purpose of 
holding municipal elections on 
what is known as “off year.” Na- 
tional elections are held on even 
years every four years, and city 
elections will be held every four 
years in the future, but on odd 
numbered years. The split in the 
elections will make for a shorter 
ballot, sponsors say.

This is to register a complaint. Against Mr. Dudley Glass, 
He should not be allowed to delude the public upon certain sub- 
jects. As a managing editor you should put a stop to it. As a 
humanitarian you shouldn't allow it. I have gray in my hair, a per- 
petual frown, calluses on my hands, and a permanent droopiness, 
all on account of Mr. Glass’ printed advice. 
In fact, at this point any resemblance ] may bear to a person, 
either living or dead, is purely coincidental. 
Every year—come fall, come spring—Mr. Glass poetically en- 
courages his readers to-go forth and revel in the magnificent scenic 
beauty of the countryside. Subtly Machavelian in the cunningness 


of his prose, before his readers 
know it they yearn—along with 
him—to take to the woods. 
Away from it all. 

So spellbound by the magic 
flow of Mr. Glass’ typewriter 
were the Lord of the Manor and 
myself that we not only went 
forth, but we built a house right 
smack dab in the middle of the 
most picturesque woods we 
could find.

An occupational unit has use 
for a different type of materials 
from the kind used in the Immi- 
gration Department. As_ usual, 
wool of any kind available, and 
perle cotton in colors, sizes No. 3 
and 5 are needed. These two 
articles and any linen thread that 
you might be able to locate are 
used for weaving. The one-half 
yard pieces of silk are important, 
too, as they are used by a blind 
patient in lining bags which he 
sells. 

Money is an acceptable gift 
(sent through the state treasurer) 
due to the fact that so many 
things are bought up there to bet- 
ter advantage, for an occupation- 
al therapy unit, that cannot be

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sent in the chapter gift boxes. 
Belfast cord, crochet cotton, Dex- 
ter cotton, rug wool for hooked 
rugs, Barbour’s linen thread 30- 
100, and Bernat’s linen floss for 
weaving are other items needed, 
Sewing materials can no longer 
be used, nor silk stockings, but 
should be sent to the government. 
Address all boxes to: D. A. R. Of- 
fice, United States Marine hos- 
pital, Ellis Island, New York 
Harbor, N. Y.

General Joseph Wheeler, who 
fought against the Union from 
1861-1865, and for the Union in 
the Spanish-American War, was 
the subject of the talk by Cap- 
tain John D. Todd, of Camp 
Wheeler at the November meet- 
ing of Sidney Lanier chapter.

Nothing More Important 

There is nothing of greater importance to 
Atlanta, now awaiting action, than the 
proposal, unanimously approved by city coun- 
cil’s parks and aviation committee, to pur- 
chase 400 additional at the Atlanta 
municipal airport so that the field may be 
doubled in size and runways extended to 7,000 
and 8,000 feet in length. 

The recommendation from the committee 
will come before the full council tomorrow, 
Monday, for authorization of the purchase. 
There should be no hesitation in granting that 


acres 


approval. 

Atlanta has grown great as a hub of trans- 
portation. Railroads and bus lines for the 
‘southeast center here. In recent years, with 
the development of air travel, much has been 
done to make Atlanta, similarly, an important 
hub of the airways. 

It is self-evident to everyone that, after 
the war, the outstanding development in 
America will be in air transportation, both 
for passengers and freight. There will be, in 
a very few years, a web of international, trans- 
ocean air lines linking the continents and the 
nations. 

Provided only that Atlanta furnishes the 
necessary material plant there is all likelihood 
that this city will then become the hub of 
transport by air not only for our own south- 
eastern United States, but for the nations of 
Latin America and for the routes that will 
criss-cross the South Atlantic. 

There must be, however, proper facilities 
for the landing and take-off, the operation 
and servicing of great, multi-motored planes 
which will then be commonplace ships of the 
skies. Greater planes than any we have yet 
geen, greater than the greatest bombers of war. 

Atlanta can secure the needed acreage to 
provide runways of sufficient length for any 
envisaged plane, today, at small cost. It is 
estimated the total cost of the area now sought 
will be approximately $150,000. Of the eleven 
parcels of land desired, options on nine are 
already held by the city. 

Once that land is secured, we shall be 
ready, after the war, for the surfacing of the 
runways and other developments, whether they 
will be financed by the federal government, by 
the city or by any other agency. 

What we must do today is make sure of the 
land. Without it, we hamstring the city in its 


most valuable asset, that of transportation 


strategy, and thereby doom the metropolis of. 


which we are so proud to helpless desuetude 
in the coming era of air travel.

How Great the Change! 

It is only a matter of months since, under 
previous Georgia administration, the practice 
of paroling and pardoning convicts for mys- 
terious reasons which had nothing to do with 
their fitness for freedom, was a scandal and a 
shame, 

Grand juries, judges and police were com- 
plaining, with reason, they could not enforce 
the law when hardened criminals were turned 
out of prison almost as fast as they could put 
them in. The percentage of parolees who 
quickly returned to the practice of crime was 
shockingly high. 

Now, less than a year after the new state 
pardon and parole law began operating, under 


newly enacted laws, the story is far different. . 


Out of a total of 965 prisoners released from 
state prisons by the new board, only one per 
cent have been returned to prison because of 
new offenses. Another one per cent have vio- 
lated parole by failing to report regularly to 
the parole officer or by other technical viola- 
tion. . 

Of the 98 per cent who have justified the 
trust placed in them, nearly all are now in war 
work or in the armed services, according to 
Chairman Edward B. Everett, of the board.

Charles Segars, 20, is a Jackson county 
farmer. He is, also, a member of the Future 
Farmers of America. At Macon, last week, he 
was designated “Star Georgia Planter,” the 
highest honor that can be awarded by a state 


organization of vocational agricultural stu- 


dents. That award alone would be sufficient 
evidence that, in young Segars, his county and 
the state possess a citizen of tremendous 


‘value. A more detailed study of his record and 


achievements but confirms this fact. 

Segars graduated from Martin Institute 
High school, at Jefferson, Ga., in 1940, with a 
four-year average of 89.3 in agriculture, Eng- 
lish, history, sclence and mathematics. He was 
a member of the school basketball and track 
teams, is active in Sunday school and com- 
munity war activities. He has been treasurer 
of his FFA chapter. 

After graduation he bought, and has now 
completely paid for, a 60-acre farm. He sold 
enough timber off those acres to pay for it 
twice over and has reset 20 acres in pine. He 
has specialized in livestock, winning numerous 
awards at cattle shows. His investments in 
land, livestock and equipment for his farm 
amount to nearly $1,800, and he has $350 in his 
bank balance. All earned since he left high 
school. 

He has followed supervised farm practices 
since 1939 and, last year, produced 553 pounds 
of lint cotton per acre. 

He was the leader in his county in replant- 
ing of pines on unused lands, for which his 
FFA chapter was awarded $500.

The Fight Not Lost 

Senator Maybanks, of South Carolina, has 
announced he will seek repeal of the federal 
taxes on oleomargarine, through a bill he is 
sponsoring in the upper house. This despite 
recent action by a house committee in killing 
a similar house bill, via the pigeonhole route, 
following extensive committee hearings. 

Action of the house committee was due to 
the solidarity of the “butter bloc” which is 
determined to retain the oleo tax as a form of 
protective tariff for the benefit of the butter 
industry. Although the strength of this bloc, 
backed by one of the most powerful lobbies in 
Washington, was known, it came, nevertheless, 
as a surprise that the committee would be 
ruled by it, when practically all the testimony 
heard had been in favor of repeal of the tax. 

The oleomargarine tax is one of the most 
indefensible imposts. It is, beyond denial, 
nothing but an internal tariff which works 
to maintain the high price of butter and, at 
the same time, to penalize the lower income 
groups who thus pay, with every pound of 
oleomargarine they buy, this tribute to the 
butter tycoons of the midwest. 

The viciousness of the tax has been many 
times explained and exposed. It should be 
repealed. Its repeal would benefit millions of 
consumers—and voters. The only thing pre- 
venting repeal is the power of the butter lobby 
and its hold on the butter bloc in the congress. 

It is to be hoped Senator Maybanks succeeds 
in bringing his repealer to the senate floor, if 
for no other reason than to place the individual] 
senators on record, showing which have the 
interests of the consumers—and voters—at 


heart and which prefer to subsidize the butter 
industry.

ONE WORD MORE

“SPOKESMAN OF THE NEW SOUTH” 


Those who have 
gone along with 


this corner for any number of years have read here numerous 
articles about Henry Woodfin Grady. It is not a new interest. _ 
When I was a student at McCallie Preparatory School on Mis- 


sionary Ridge 


near Chattanooga, I used to de-~ 


claim portions of Grady’s speeches at the Fri- 
day afternoon sessions of the Daniel Webster 
Literary Society, a society much superior to its 
rival, the name of which I do not now recall. 

He was a great speaker and writer. He had 
a profound love of the south and of this state. 
He was, measured against his times, the fore- 
most liberal in the south. He was fearless, but 
he knew that to make progress one had to deal 
with actualities. Grady preferred to help those 
now living with slow but sure progress rather 


than shoot at 


the moon in some effort to help 


generations yet unborn. He was impulsive and 


generous. He 


gave of himself so unstintingly 


that he almost literally died to give to the na- 


tion the south’s story. 
Today there is in the bookshops of the na- 


tion the first 


comprehensive book on the life 


of Henry Grady. A few days after his death (December 23, 1889) 


Joel Chandler Harris, an associate, did a book on Grady. 


It was, 


until now, the best one and it is no criticism to say this new one 
is better. The gallant Harris had to write in a hurry and there 
was then no way to measure the man. There could be only a 
heartfelt appreciation, a few personal stories, and a collection of 


his speeches. This Harris did tn 


admirable style. 


Now comes “Henry W. Grady, Spokesman of the New South.” 
It is a story done after 10 years of painstaking research; a story 
done after complete access to all Grady’s papers and to collections 
of papers; after years of study of old records and old files. I doubt 
if ever a research job was done with more thoroughness and with 


more sincerety. 


The author is Raymond B. Nixon, head of the department of 
journalism at Emory University. His book fills a gap. It is a book 
which every Georgian and every southerner ought to own. It is 
a book which every northerner interested in southern problems 


ought to read. 


The book is published by Alfred A. Knopf and this means, of 


course, it is a superior job. The 


cost is $4, which, because of the 


many rare illustrations, is moderate, 


AHEAD OF HIS TIME 


who 


It often is said of a man, or woman, 


has devoted a great deal of fight- 


ing for various causes, without much effect, that he or she was 


“ahead of the times.” 


I never have agreed with this. No man fighting for a reform 
or a cause is ahead of his time. It is simply that lack of intelligent 
understanding, ignorance or selfish opposition is able to prevent 
public acceptance of the ideas advanced. 

Here in Georgia we know what a terrific time we have had to 


bring about reforms. 


I have written here before that Grady’s talks and writings on 
agriculture were almost identical with the report of the Presi- 
dent’s Committee on the South made in 1938. Grady was saying 55 
years ago what teachers of vocational agriculture, editors and 
farm men are saying today with regard to diversification, farm 
credits, and so on. He saw, and condemned, the credit system which 
was every year turning over hundreds of farms to mortgage banks. 
He condemned the crop loan system, which was part of the credit 
system. He saw erosion and all the other factors on the ailing farms. 


He got nowhere that he 


could see. But he did begin it. And 


later on, when the Roosevelt administration brought about many 
reforms, he could look down and see that his work and his fight 


was a part of the victory. 


It is not yet entirely won, incidentally. 


PRISON REFORM It is interesting to note that Grady was the 
first to demand, and bring about, prison 


reform in Georgia. 


He saw, on a visit to a prison, shocking con- 


ditions, and he saw a young white girl, a prostitute of about 17, 
working with a Negro labor gang on a road. 

It was the impulsive Grady who got her out, had her brought 
to his own home and turned over to the care of his wife who had 
her bathed and clothed in decent clothing. A job was found for 
her. Grady used‘her story as the subject of a lecture which moved

TEXT AND PRETEXT

GIVE MIGHT TO RIGHT. 


I have just been listening to 
the President’s announcement, 
and interpretation of the signa- 
ture of 43 na- 
tions to a unit- 
ed purpose and 
plan for the re- 
habilitation of 
the devas- 
tated countries 
of the world, as 
military victory 
releases them 
from the dead. 
ly control of 
the Axis pow- 
ers. The state- 
ment comes as 
the first defi- 
nite translation 
of the Moscow 
agreement: “there shall be es- 
tablished as soon as possible a 
general international organization 
aa for the maintenance of in- 
ternational peace and security.” It 
comes, too, just after the heart- 
ening action of the U. S. senate in 
adopting that statement as its own 
purpose. Will the people of this 
country ratify this action of our 
senators, for ultimately our rep- 
resentatives must represent us. So 
it will be well for us to be- 
gin to face, in a general way, 
some of the issues involved in 
such a decision. 

To begin with, let us face the 
truth that heretofore we have 
been living in a world ruled by 
might. Whether it has been the 
benevolent might of the Anglo- 
Saxon, or the brutal might of the 
Teuton, it has been in its last anal- 
ysis might. Now it is proposed to 
form an organization of nations 
to enthrone right in the place of 
might. Nothing less than an ef- 
fort to banish war with its hell of 
horrors from its throne of tyran- 
ny, and free the homes of men 
from its ever shadowing fear. 
Whatever the form which this 


plan shall take, it must be in the| 


nature of a treaty. But instead 
of bilateral treaties between in- 
dividual nations, each seeking its 
own interests careless of the in- 
terests of others, it must be a 
treaty including within its provi- 
sions the rights and ihterests of 
all nations. Ultimately, it must 
seek to secure the signatures of 
all nations to share its privileges 
and responsibilities. 
Law and Liberty. 


Its plans for the prevention of 
wars must be in principle the same 
as those adopted by all just gov- 
ernments for the settlements of 
disputes among their citizens. 
Seeking to remove the causes for 
wars, there must be provided a 
court, or courts, of justice, where 
the conflicting interests and rights 
of nations may be adjudicated. 
But back of such a court, which 
seeks to enthrone Right, there 
must be established sufficient 
Might, to enforce, if necessary, its 
decisions. Such a police power 
may be both economic and mili- 
tary. 

Of course, we shall hear the 
classic objections to such a plan, 
echoes of the voices which 25 
years ago defeated our entrance 
into the League of Natiorts. They 
are the same objections raised to 
the formation of any government 
authority, with its restrictive leg- 
islation. It is “an impingement 


He dpes not | of personal liberty,” and a “syr- 
|}render of national sovereignty.” 
But the very essence of any gov- 


ness or sloth of which fathers are 
too quick to accuse their own. 

It’s our own fault that we blame 
them overmuch. We get angry 
first, and reprimand, or spank, 
then, and wonder later what rea- 
sons, perfectly sound to them, 
they had for doing the thing that 
angered us. But it is too late 
then to open that door that might 
have been opened to us, too late 
to glimpse for a moment the mar- 
velous vistas of childhood, to the 
benefit of our own tired and age- 
ing spirits. 

I don’t mean by all the above I 
hold with the school of thought 
which believes in letting a child 
“express himself” no matter 
whose house he sets on fire. Sheer 
deviltry is behind many a childish 
peccadillo, and a good walloping 
is the only cure for it. 

But I do mean that if a man 
tries to understand the eager, con- 
fident, questing heart of a child, 
and the winged imagination of a 
child, he draws something from 
that effort that keeps him young- 
er than his years.

Then there will. be many sin 
cere lovers of peace, who will pro 
test, as they did in the case of 
the League of Nations, that en- 
trance into an international or- 
ganization will involve us in all 
the wars of the world. It seems 
clear now that without any alli- 
ances, or international organiza. 
tion we will become involved in 
whatever wars may come in the 
future. Could anything have 
seemed more improbable prior to 
1914, than that a quarrel between 
Austria and Serbia should ulti- 
mately have involved us in the 
first World War? We went into 
that war without having any “en- 
tangling alliances” whatsoever. 


One thing is frightfully clear. 
Refusing to enter the League of 
Nations did not prevent our. be. 
coming involved in the most terri- 
ble war of all history within 25 
years after the close of the last 
war. And it is perfectly fair and 
reasonable to raise the question, 
could we not, together with the 
other nations, have prevented this 
war, if we had been a member of 
the League? Of course, no thought- 
ful man would dare be do tie 
about “what might have a” 
But on the other hand it is utter- 
ly unfair to say that the League 
of Nations was a failure, when 
the strongest and richest nation in 
the world was not a member. 

However, we can see by the 
experience of a quarter of a cen- 
tury that there were weaknesses 
in the League. A fundamental 
weakness was that it lacked Might 
back of its Right. And the ab- 
sence of the United States was 
largely responsible for that, how 
futile it would have been to de 
clare an embargo against an ag- 
gressor, so long as we claimed 
the right to trade with that na- 
tion. Now we have not only en 
opportunity to enter into such an 
international organization, but te 
help form such an organization 
with the light of all of our ex- 
poraee of the past. It would 

e folly to ignore the stupendous 
difficulties which rise before us 
on the road to universal peace. 
But granted this is a dangerous 
road, it is the most challenging 
adventure with which God has 
ever dared mankind. Have we 
not already overcome even great- 
er difficulties, and faced greater 
danger, in fighting two wars te 
win this opportunity to make a 
universal peace? We have dared 
put our might back of the right to 
fight, now let us take up this di- 
vine gauntlet and put Might back 
of the Right to make peace for 
mankind.

From the very beginning lend- 
lease was working both ways. 
Britain was sending us many 
items our factories had to have, 
special tools and s0 on. More 
important still the British were 


| sending to vur military and naval 


men all the new techniques of 
war they were learning in actual 
battle. 

Then the Japs sandbagged us at 
Pearl Harbor, and Britain really 
started reciprocating in a big way. 
They knew more about radar in 
a minute than we did in a year.

It hasn't been all between us 
and England and Russia, either. 
There's been some give-and-take 
between nearly all of the 44 Al- 
lied nations. The Fiji Islanders 
have given our boys in the South 
Pacific three million dollars Worth 
of lend-lease fruits and vegetables. 
India gave us two and a half mil- 
lion tons of gasoline. Everybody 
has tossed whatever they had into 
the kitty, for the use of whoever 
needed it most. 

Maybe, after the war is over, 
somebody will try to tot it all up 
and see who got the biggest share, 
and who owes who how much. It 
will be hard to figure out though 
how to put a dollar and cents val- 
ue on the battle wisdom that we 
got from the British, or just how 
much our bombsight helped. 

Most folks aren't concerned 
with that aspect of lend-lease, 
though. They are more concerned 
with what it signifies. For here 
are three-quarters of the peoples 
of all the world, under the stress 
of war co-operating on a “one for 
all and all for one” economic al- 
liance that is working with hardly 
a flaw. 

If it works so well in war, they 
are wondering, why can’t. some 
such economic collaboration form 
the core and nucleus of a lasting 
peace?

He used all his spending 
money for books—and he knew 
how to choose good ones, too. 
He would ask us to help him 
select from the new books, and 
the classic older ones, the very 
best, for his personal library. 
As he grew older he still came 
regularly. We've missed him 
since he’s been in service. And 
now this letter comes from the 
Solomons saying he misses us, 
too! I know he’s a good sol- 
dier.” 


F COURSE, he’s a good 
€) soldier. Any boy who has 

grown up with good books 
has imbibed ‘the stimuli of 
countless minds and many great 
souls, both of which have serv- 
ed as large portions of vitamin 
B for the development of his 
mental and spiritual stature. 
Such is the stuff a “good sol- 
dier” is made of! 

Parents and friends are fre- 
quently puzzled in their respon- 
sibility of being the guide in 
selecting books for boys and 
girls. Two distinct types of 
books should be given to every 
child. First, the book about the 
hobby or interest that is closest 
to his heart. If his interest is 
boat-building, give him books as 
gifts that help him to be a bet- 
ter boat builder. If he is in- 
terested in people, give him bi- 
ographies about the kind of peo- 
ple whose lives will be an in- 
spiration to his growing life. If 
she: is interested in home-mak- 
ing, give her books on interior 
decoration or antique furniture 
or biographies of women who 
learned the art of gracious liv- 
ing. 

ECOND, give the boy or girl 
books that serve to swing 
his interest to the opposite 

side of the pendulum, that 
through books he may become a 
better balanced person. The boy | 
who of his own accord lives and - 
breathes nothing but his me 
chanical interests needs some 
books on travel, or adventure, 
or art or music. The girl who 
has developed her imaginary 
world to such a point that the 
fairy element is more real to 
her than brothers and sisters in 
the home needs stimulating 
books about a real type of peo- 
ple. Books on group-camping, 
or family travel or the classic 
“Little Women” would keep her 
feet on the earth and make her 
a far more charming and lov- 
able girl. 

In answering inquirers who 
wanted advice about book gifts, 
I have sometimes suggested 
something on the life of Mozart 
or America’s own Stephen Fos- 
ter, only to have Aunt Mary 
look wide-eyed and say, “Oh, 
but Johnny doesn't know a 
thing about music.” That may 
be true, but is Johnny to go 
through life knowing and caring 
nothing about music because his 
parents or his Aunt Mary are 
not wise enough to give him a 
book that may unlock a door to 
a marvelous new field for him? 
Every child should have one or 
two books about each of the 
arts, whether he has shown any 
tendency toward liking them or 
not. Give him plenty of books 
on his special hobbies but be 
sure to develop his broader out- 
look by well-chosen books on 
all the beautiful things he 
should learn to love throughout 
his growing years. Approved 
Bible story books and some vol- 
umes of poetry should be provid- 
ed for every child’s bookshelf. 


N no better way could we 
spend this first day of Chil- 

dren’s Book Week than by 
taking a browse among the new 
books the publishers are pre- 
senting this fall to help inquir- 
ing parents and Aunty Marys.

It may be a long time before all civilians can get syn- 
thetic rubber tires.

Tenants Assume 


Property Taxes 


Tenants now assume direct re- 
sponsibility for property taxes as 
a definite part of their rental 
liability in 54 of the 68 cities in- 
cluded in a current survey, ac- 
cording to a report by the Nation- 
al Council of Real Estate Taxpay- 
ers released by its president, 
Myers Y. Cooper, former governor 
of Ohio. This practice does not ap- 
ply to all leases nor to all types 
of leases, but is of sufficient vol- 
ume to indicate a trend toward 
recognition of tenant-liability for 
the costs of local government serv- 
ices. 

This trend is counter to the his- 
toric practice of owner-liability. 
Instances of contractual assump- 
tion of tax lability by the tenant 
were found in short, medium, and 
long-term leases on various types 
of commercial properties.

Warning Given 


On Check Theft 


Atlanta merchants are being 
warned to insist upon proper iden- 
tification when cashing Army de- 
pendency checks, according to an 
announcement from the Army 
Service Forces Depot here. Méil- 
lions of the checks are distributed 
through the mails each month. 

Forgeries and thefts have caused 
serious inconvenience to the fami- 
lies of service men and in some 
instances have threatened actual 
suffering. To prevent the spread 
of such cases, the United States 
secret service and the Army are 
co-operating in a campaign of in- 
formation and warning. 

Colonel J. W. G. Stephens, com- 
manding officer of the Atlanta 
ASF depot, makes public the fol- 
lowing rules, which are simple 
precautions recommended for 
those who receive Army checks: 

1. Be at home, or have a mem- 
ber of the family at home when 
your Army check is due to arrive. 
If you remove it from the mail 
box immediately, it cannot be 
stolen by a check thief. 

2. Be sure you have a deep, 
strong mail box, with your name 
clearly printed on it. Keep it 
locked, 

3. If possible, arrange to have 
your mail carrier signal when he 
delivers your check. 

4. Notify your postmaster if you 
change your address. 

5. Cash your check at the same 
place each month. This will make 
identification easier. 

6. Do not fold, pin or mutilate 
your allotment or allowance 
checks. 

The tabulating machinery used 
to produce the vast number of 
checks issued make certain per- 
forations, which ease the burden 
of handling them. Extra perfora- 
tions, such as pinholes or creas- 
ing, cause confusion and delay in

Emory Nurses 


In Cadet Corps ; 


Eighty per cent of all the nurses 
at Emory University hospital are 
now members of the governmental 
sponsored Cadet Nurses’ Corps, 
according to Miss Julia Miller, 
new director of nursing education 
at Emory university. 

In addition to the 135 nurses 
already in the program. arrange- 
ments have been made for 80 
more. Forty will arrive January 
1 and 40 will report March 1. 

To meet the demand for more 
housing facilities for the nurses, 
Emory has purchased the Tufts 
property opposite the hospital to 
be used as an auxiliary nurses’ 
home, according to G. H. New, 
treasurer and business manager 
of the university. The 15-room 
house and surrounding seven 
acres formerly were leased to 
Alpha Kappa Kappa, Emory med- 
ical fraternity. 

The cadet nurses have all ex- 
penses paid by the government. 

Miss Miller, who has charge of 
the entire program, came to Emory 
this fall from St. Barnabus School 
of Nursing, University of Minne- 
sota, where she was serving as di- 
rector and associate professor of 
nursing. A graduate of Minne- 
sota’s school of nursing, she re- 
ceived her A. B. and M. A. de- 
grees from the same university. 

Cadet nurses, under the new 
program, have an allowance based 
on the months each nurse has been 
in training. For the first nine 
months the cadets receive $15 per 
month, the next 21 months they 
get $20 per month, and the last 
six months the stipend is raised to 
$30. Cadets have their choice of 
the nursing school, where they are 
to train for the last six months.

Prisoner Aid 
Seen for Farms 


Georgia farmers and timber 
growers will have their labor 
force augmented this month by 
1,750 prisoners of war at six tem- 
porary work camps, the Army's 
Fourth Service command an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Two of the camps, at Dublin 
and Moultrie, already are in op- 
eration and four others, at Al- 
bany, Valdosta, Bainbridge and 
Jesup, have been authorized. 

The prisoners will be sent to 
the temporary’ establishments 
from various permanent prisoner 
of war camps. There are 14 per- 
manent prisoner camps in the 
Fourth Service Command area. 

The Albany camp will have 500 
prisoners and each of the other 
five 250, the Army said. 

Prisoners at Dublin are engaged 
in pulpwood cutting and other 
timber work while those at Moul- 
trie are doing miscellaneous farm 
and industrial work, the an- 
nouncement added. Similar work 
will be done at the other camps. 

The Army said the sub-camps 
were not classified as permanent 
installations but would be oper- 
ated for indefinite periods.

ARA MAy runs a milling machine in 
an airplane factory: Right after Pearl 
Harbor, her husband went to war, 
and she took a training course and got a 


job. 

* She clocked in every morning at seven, 
went directly to her machine and worked 
there, with time out for lunch and rest 
periods, until half-past three. What with 
running things at home, too, it kept her 
pretty busy. 

After she had turned out a few very 
simple airplane parts, they gave Sara May 
a more important job. She was put to work 
machining fittings that occupy a critical 
place in the wing structure of a light 
bomber. She didn’t understand just what 
the parts were for, but they showed her 
how to make them, and she did a fine job. 

One morning as she watched her machine 
cutting its way through the bright metal, 
there was a sharp, loud crack. Sara May 
stopped the machine, and then discovered 
that her left arm was hanging limp at her 
side. A piece of metal had broken off the 
part she was making and, much quicker 
than it takes to tell it, had hurtled through 
the air and broken Sara May’s arm. 


Iu a few days she was back in the shop, 
her arm in a sling. But until her arm was 
well and strong again, she couldn’t do her 
regular job at the milling machine. 

They put her to chasing down “hot”

shop orders — locating urgently needed 
parts that were lagging behind schedule. 
This took her into parts of the vast plant 
she had never visited. 

One day, while tracking down some 
missing part, she found herself beside the 
final assembly line of the light bombers. 
She paused in admiration. There it was, 
the light bomber for which she had been 
making parts. She had never laid eyes on 
one before. Sara May glowed with pride. 
Until that moment she had never realized 
that she was actually helping to produce 
such a magnificent airplane as this. Sara 
May stood breathiess, rapt in wonder. 

Her eyes traveled along the sleek fuse- 
lage from rounded nose to empennage. She 
gazed, enraptured, at the wing section that 
extended toward her. She stepped beneath 
it. And, looking up, she saw her part, the 
part that she had made. Sara May gasped. 

“It’s mine!”’ she shouted. 

She stood for a while staring. There it 
was, held in position by bolts and drive 
pins and she herself had made it. 

A tear rolled down her cheek. Sara May 
brushed it off with the back of her right 
hand. Those long weeks of training, those 
hard days at the machine, had been worth 
while. She was helping to win the war, to 
bring Jack home sooner. 

“You know,”’ said Sara May when she 
told me about this, “I believe hurting my 
arm was a lucky break for me. If that 


hadn’t happened, I might never have seen 
my part in place in the bomber, nor under- 
stood that my little job was really im- 
portant in the war.”’ 

It’s been some time now since Sara May 
broke her arm. But as a result of her 
experience, and others like it, things began 
to happen in many airplane factories. 
Every worker is now taken ona tour of the 
whole plant. The tour ends at the assembly 
line where each worker sees the finished 
bomber — and the part he or she helped to 
make. Each one knows now that his job 
~~ no matter how small and inconsequen- 
tial it may have seemed before — is vitally 
important if we are to keep planes flying 
on the fighting fronts, if we are to bring 
our boys home quickly. 


Once workers realize this, absenteeism 
drops — and production increases. Fewer 
workers quit their jobs to go back to 
keeping house or to hunt for other easier 
tasks. They know that if they quit, new 
employees will have to be trained to do the 
work — and precious time will be lost. 

Thanks to Sara May, thousands of 
workers now see how their small jobs 
combine to make a mighty whole. 

If each one of us, wherever we are on 
the home front, will look around now, as 
Sara May did, and see the real importance 
of our jobs, we can help to speed the day 
of victory.

HAVE just spent three months with your 

boys. Four hundred thousand of them. 

We popped in on your sons and husbands 
and brothers in England and Africa and Sic- 
ily and Iceland and Newfoundland. We ate 
Army chow with them and jumped into ditch- 
es with them when the Junkers came over. 
We sat on their hospital beds and wondered 
how they could still laugh. 

Now I’m back home and I hear people 
wondering if the end of the war isn’t just 
around the corner. But there in Sicily I heard 
tired, Hard-fighting kids wondering if one 
day would ever end. I’ve heard complaints 
at home about the high cost of living. But I 
never heard a murmur about the high cost 
of living on the beachheads of Sicily. 


Pirst Look at War 


A FEW months ago, I thought this war was 
a breeze. But you’ve got to get over there and 
dodge the bombs and get next to those ack- 
ack guns and see the casualties in the hos- 
pitals to know what it’s all about. 

I had no idea of what we were getting into 
when we left New York on the Clipper. But 
after we got to England, we had our first sight 
of bomb damage in Bristol and saw what 
those guys had done to just one town. Fiat, 
everything flat. I didn’t think it could look 
like that. 

We took the train out of Bristol for Lon- 
don. I hadn’t expected anybody to meet us, 
and I hadn’t even had time to shave. But 
when we got to the station the whole Special 
Service section of the Army fell on us. Every-

body else was there, too. The Paramount 
people; newsreel men, reporters and Wrens 
came running up. I was half-asleep and said, 
“‘How are you?’’, looking and feeling like a 
Crosby jockey who found out he was scratched 
after he won a race. 

Our first show was at a bomber base. A 
bunch of kids were getting ready to go out 
on a mission. We met a lot of them and signed 
autographs. That’s a funny feeling you have 
when a kid who pilots one of those Flying 


-Forts asks you for your autograph. He’s go- 


ing out and risk his life for you, and he 
comes up and says, **‘Can I have your 
name here?’’ And you know you should 
be asking him for his. 

That first show was like a Broadway musi- 
cal trying out in New Haven. We were testing 
everything — the jokes, the songs, our atti- 
tude. But we needn’t have worried. You have 
to be terrible to flop in front of boys who were 
so wildly glad to see anybody from home. 

Like most of our shows, we did this one 
in the open. I started off like this: 

“I’ve just arrived from the States. You 
know — that’s where Churchill lives. He 


doesn’t exactly live there — he just goes back 
to deliver Mrs. Roosevelt’s laundry. He’s 
been to Casablanca more than Humphrey 
Bogart. But he knows all the shortcuts. We 
followed his cigar ashes and got here quick. 

“‘Just before I left, I finished a picture with 
Betty Hutton. Ten weeks with Hutton — 
and I got paid too. But think of the expense 
in vitamin pills. You know, they're drafting 
all the young leading men in Hollywood. But 
Crosby is still there. If they keep it up, most 
of the romantic heroes will be on the adrena- 
lin side. Can you imagine Lana Turner wait- 
ing to be kissed while Lewis Stone looks for a 
place to plug in his heating pad?”’ 


The Draft Routine 


Tex we used to do a draft routine. I told 
them how I went down for my physical just 
before leaving: “I took off my clothes and 
I asked the Doc, “‘What’s cooking?’ He said, 
“With a pot like that, it could be a seven- 
course dinner.’ | 
“*They tapped me on the knee and a pivot 
tooth fell out. They don’t even ask your age 
any more. They just hand you a copy of

‘Esquire’ to watch what page you turn to.” 

What an audience! I’ve been around a long 
time, but I have never seen anything like it. 
Thé hospitals, though, were a different story. 
You really have to work at being a come- 
dian when you see those boys. It wasn’t so 
bad when we did the show for the guys who 
were able to walk or push themselves outside. 
But after the outdoor show, we'd go into 
the wards and work for the fellows who 
couldn’t get out. What kids they are! 
No complaints, no fuss. 

But it was tough getting laughs in those 
wards. You just can’t do your regular routine 
and have them go into hysterics. They’ve 
been through too much. Most of them didn’t 
smile when we came in. A lot of them didn’t 
even look up. You felt a mood that weighed 
a million pounds. I’d try to break the ice by 
going up to some poor kid covered with band- 
ages and saying, ‘““Did you see my show this 
evening, Or were you already sick?’ 

I’d smack my hands together and talk loud’ 
just to lift them from that terrible depression. 
Then Frances Langford and I would sing a 
song and I’d try a few jokes. After that we’d 
walk around and shake hands and get the 
kids to tell us about themselves. I guess the 
thing that touched me most was one boy who 
could laugh in spite of his terribly painful 
wound. The doctor asked him to show me 
where that thing had hit him. “That thing”’ 
was a piece of flak, red hot. The guy, point- 
ing to his stomach said, “It went in here,”’ 
and then, pointing to his back, “‘and the doc- 
tor took it out here.’’ When I said, “You 
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have a nice piece of air conditioning there;’’ 
he laughed like the devil. I started to laugh 
too, but then I had to turn away. 

You leave those wards, incredulous at the 
miracle of work being done by the doctors 
and nurses. You realize, too, what it means 
to the men to have somebody come from 
home to entertain them. 

The last show we did in England was at a 
hospital. We were in the wards and I was fin- 
ishing by doing a soft-shoe dance up and down 
the aisles. I turned too fast, slipped and went 
right down on my wrist. I thought those boys 
in bed would kill themselves laughing. Every 
doctor in the joint rushed at me. They hauled 
out the X-ray machine, took pictures, rubbed 
me down. I thought for a while I'd get a 
Purple Heart out of it. But all I got was a 
sprained wrist. 

A big four-motored bomber took us from 
England to Africa. We went over to Algiers 
to do a Red Cross show and as soon as we 
got there a G.I. ran up and said, “‘Major Hill 
wants to see you.’” By thic time I was used 
to military titles so I said, “‘Who the dickens 
is Hill?’”’ And the boy said, “‘Oh, he’s one of 
Eisenhower’s aides.”’ 


Meeting the General 


So WE rushed in to see Major Hill. The 
Major immediately took us out to the car 
and in a few minutes he was ushering us in 
to see the General. I try to tell people about 
him now and all I can say is, ““What a guy!”’ 
He has a voice like Clark Gable’s — you 
know, that lone tone register. We asked him 
to have a picture taken with us and then he 
autographed one of his own pictures for me. 
He told me to select the pose I liked best. 
I did, and he looked at it and disappointedly 
said, ‘‘Nobody ever takes the one I like.”’ 

I remember he asked if we’d done much 
work for the British and the boys in the 
RAF. When I told him that we’d done quite 
a bit, he said: “I’ll consider it a personal 
favor any time you can do a show for the 
English boys because we're fighting together 
and we must laugh together.’’ 

That General Doolittle is another man you 
and I can be very proud of. When I walked 
in on him, he looked up‘and said: “Hello, 
Jack Benny.” I took a chance and said: 
“‘Why, hello, General Spaatz.”” So we spent 
the next four hours swapping stories to 
tell the boys. He has a Lou Holtz talent 
for telling dialect jokes. 

But Africa wasn’t much of a joke. Particu- 
larly the mosquitoes. Everybody sleeps under 
a mosquito net, but that’s not enough. You 
wake up with bumps the size of eggs. Those 
were the only mosquitoes I have ever seen 
that come in with a fighter escort. 

We flew over to Sicily just three days after 
the Allies took Messina. We came down about 
40 miles out of Palermo and after our first 
show, the head of the M.P.’s said: “I’ve got 
orders to stop by with you at the office.” 
What we pulled up to was no office. It was 
the King’s Sicilian palace. 


The Stukas Come Over 


W anne inside for us was General Patton. 
We talked for a while and I told him all about 
the trip. The General asked all of us — Fran- 
ces, Jack Pepper, Tony Romano and me — 
for dinner that night. And what an evening 
we had! Patton is one of the greatest wits I’ve 
ever met. I never opened my kisser that he 
didn’t top the gag. 

I was so sleepy when I got home, I wasn’t 
worried about air raids. I sleep just -as well 
under the bed as on top. 

I was just getting into bed when I heard 
shots. It was the antiaircraft starting up. 
Then the bombs began coming — right next 
door. Your thoughts go crazy. You begin 
talking to yourself: ‘““What’ll I do?” ... 


“Can't go down to the shelter now.” ... 
“It’s silly to put my helmet on in bed.”’.... 
“T’ll put my pillow over my head.”’ All you 
want to do is roll yourself up in a little ball. 

Then, just about this time, a dive-bomber 
came down and you’ve never heard anything 
like it. He began strafing — the noise was 
the worst in the world. Finally they quit, and 
Jack Pepper came up from the shelter, wear- 
ing nothing but white shorts and a helmet. 
He said: ‘*I thought we had air suprem- 
acy around here.’’ I said, ‘“‘Maybe we’d 
better remind Doolittle that we’ve cap- 
tured this part of the island.”’ 

There was also the night when so much 
flak was thrown up that one pilot said: “It’s 
silly to have a plane. You can get out and 
walk on the stuff.’’ 

At our first big show in Sicily, 19,000 
rugged, tan kids sat there in a ravine, watch- 
ing us and eating grapes out of helmets filled 
from the vineyards of Sicily. They had their 
guns resting on their laps. I finally said: 
“Don’t point those guns at me. I thought you 
boys were my Allies.” — 

After a while we were flown back to Africa, 
and another plane took us to England. It 
was tough leaving. We’d done 70 shows in our 
three weeks there. We were tired, but mighty 
glad we’d come. I'll always think of Africa 
as Texas with Arabs. 

We rested in London for a few days and 
then off for what was supposed to be a quick 
stop at Iceland. But as soon as we came down 
at the airport — about six at night — the 
officer said: “Sorry, Hope, you can’t possibly 
get out tonight. Bad weather.’’ Just then the 
phone rang and he says: “Do you want to 
talk to a friend of mine? He’s with Special 
Services.” . 


Home Again 


So, RIGHT away, we were booked for three 
shows. Nobody can ever tell me those two 
guys didn’t cook up a deal between them. 
And I was glad they had, because those boys 
need a few laughs. Twelve hours later, we 
were flying to New York. As we got closer 
and closer, a funny, empty feeling came over 
us. The feeling of leaving all the excitement 
behind, the feeling that from now on life is 
downhill. Without actually getting into bat- 
tle, we had almost been a part of it. The 
smallness of the world frightens you — you 
travel so fast you find yourself suffering from 
jungle fever and frostbite gt the same time. 
_ For the first time in my life, I knew what 
war means. And it didn’t seem quite real to 
be whipping down to New York and seeing 
the Empire State and Chrysler Buildings and 
the river again. None of them scarred, 
none of them touched. It doesn’t seem 
too real, either, to be talking to peoplé 
back home who haven’t been touched 
very much. 

I can’t get over the optimism I’ve found 
here. Don’t think we’ve been winning every- 
thing. You read in the morning papers that 
1,000 planes have bombed Germany. And 
you say: ““That’s swell.’”’ But you ought to 
see the 100 planes that don’t get back. Or 
maybe the 50 planes that had to fly into 
straw piles with broken landing gears. One 
hundred and fifty planes with men dead, or 
half their heads shot away. People just don’t 
seem to realize the extent of the sacrifices still 
to be made in money and supplies — and 
lives. I didn’t either, until I saw it myself. 
I’m just a comedian, but I’ve seen your boys 
and I’ve seen the work of the enemy, and I 
want to tell you that the toughest fight is still 
ahead. 

All of us — and I mean the whole country 
— must get together, work together to give 
those kids the things they need. We must get 
them home quickly.

EAR San Diego, Cal., fire in- 

spectors found enough stolen 

dynamite to devastate two city 
blocks. Where? Under the beds of two 
young boys. 

Instead of arresting the culprits, the 
inspectors enrolled them — with scores of 
other idle children of war workers — in a 
Junior Fire Marshals organization. 


Now, instead of turning in false alarms .- 


for fun, these kids are apprehending other 
young fry who try that dangerous prank. 
Instead of playing with matches, they 
stop younger children from fooling with 
them. Instead of breaking fire lines, 
climbing over apparatus, swiping 
equipment, they help police hold 
back crowds; they fetch tools, carry 
coffee to weary amoke-eaters. 

In scores of cities Junior Fire-Fighters 
are killing two birds with one stone: 
diverting to useful ends a youthful hunger 
for excitement which, uncontrolled, often 
leads to trouble; helping under-manned 
fire departments in inspections; eliminat- 
ing home and school hazards; even doing 
manual labor just inside the fire lines. 


Energetic Aides 
Warcuinc them work at an 18-hour 
lumber-yard blaze, Chicago’s veteran 
Fire Commissioner Michael J. Corrigan 
summed them up in two words: “They're 
wonderful!’’ The youngsters pulled hoses 
and kept the way clear at the main fire. 
And when near-by garages and cottages 
began to smolder from the intense heat, 
they helped householders man garden 
hoses and put out incipient blazes. 

In Dallas, a Junior Fire Prevention 
Council of 15,000 school kids helped cut 
residential blazes in half by nosing out 
and correcting fire hazards. Lansing, 
Mich., Kansas City, Mo., Dayton, O., 
and other cities have achieved com- 
parable results by enlisting young- 
sters in juvenile brigades. 

Given training, badges and a job to do, 
many a mischievous gang has been con- 
verted from a menace to an asset by these 
common-sense methods. And since 37 per 
cent of our fire deaths are among children 
under 16, this is a mighty fertile field for 
fire-prevention education. 

Recently the four-year-old son of a 
fireman, trained by his dad in emergency 
behavior, saved his younger sister’s life 
when her dress ignited from a bonfire. 

When they can be made that useful 
that young, we salute the Junior Fire 
Fighters of America. And may their tribe

And, after a rich Thanksgiving or 

Christmas dinner, it is often more 
pleasing, less heavy to eat. 

Meat or no, the procedure for 
preparing mincemeat is the same. 
To “mince’’ means to cut very 
fine, not necessarily to grind. Use 
a very sharp knife or the coarsé 
blade of a grinder. 

If the mincemeat mixture is to 
be made up into pies almost ‘at 
once, it does not need to be pre- 
cooked after mixing. But allow a 
longer time to bake the pie when 
uncooked mincemeat is used, be- 
cause the flavors must blend and 
the apples must be cooked soft. An 
hour and a quarter in a moderate 
oven (350° F.) is required. 


Can or Store It 


Bur if the mixture is not to be 
used for a week, a month, or more, 
then the mixture must be pre- 
cooked until it is thick enough to 
store easily, and keep well. This 
requires about an hour’s slow cook- 
ing with frequent stirring to pre- 
vent scorching. The cooked mixture 
can be stored safely in a very clean 
crock, if a really cool place is avail- 
able, or if a section of the refrigera- 
tor can be given over to it. 
Otherwise, the mincemeat should 
be canned in quart jars. To do this, 
pack the mixture into clean hot 
jars, adjust the seal; process in a 
boiling-water bath one hour, or in 
a pressure cooker for 30 minutes 
at 10 pounds pressure. 


Meck Mincemeat 


44 cup crushed soda crackers 
44 cup brown sugar, firmly 
packed 

4 cup molasses 

\% cup suet, finely ground 

4 cup cider vinegar 

14% cups broth 

1 cup raisins, chopped 

3 cups finely chopped tart apples 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

1 teaspoon allspice 

1 teaspoon cloves 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon nutmeg 

2 tablespoons brandy flavoring 

1 egg, slightly beaten 

Combine all ingredients except 
brandy flavoring and egg and bring 
to a boil; simmer 1 hour or until 
slightly thickened. Cool, add 
brandy flavoring. Turn into a clean 


crock or bowl, cover and store in 
the refrigerator a week or ten days. 
Make as moist as desired with 
cider or apple juice, stir in the egg, 
and turn into two 9-inch pastry- 
lined pie pans. Cover with pastry. 
Bake in moderately hot oven 
(375° F.) 40 minutes. Yield: two 
9-inch pies. 


Lemen Mincemeat 


3 lemons 

5 tart apples 

1 pound raisins (ground, if 

desired) 

4 pound brown sugar 

1 teaspoon nutmeg 

4 teaspoon salt 

4 cup apple cider 

4 cup macaroon crumbs 

2 tablespoons melted margarine 

4 cup candied citron, chopped 

Wash lemons. Pare one lemon 
very thin, taking only the thin 
yellow rind. Cook this peel in 
water to cover until it is very soft, 
about 30 minutes. Drain and rub 
through a coarse sieve. Add juice 
from the three lemons, the apples, 
pared, cored and finely chopped, 
raisins, sugar, nutmeg, salt and 
cider. If to be used within the 
week, this need not be pre-cooked; 
simply store in the refrigerator. 
Otherwise, bring to a boil, simmer 
until apples are soft, and then cool 
and store. Add citron, macaroon 
crumbs and margarine just before 
turning filling into pastry-lined pie 
pan. Cover with pastry and bake 
in a moderate oven (350° F.) 30 to 
40 minutes. Yield: one 9-inch pie. 


Meatless Mincemeat 


14% pounds raisins, chopped 
if desired 
2 pounds apples, peeled, cored 
and chopped 
¥4 cup brown sugar, firmly 
packed 
1 tablespoon cinnamon 
1 teaspoon nutmeg

girl who happens to be listening. No 
girl has to be urged to write to “the 
one”’ she loves. And the descriptions 
of lonely soldiers on the far war 
fronts, longing for letters which 
never come, naturally produce eager- 
ness in all girls to respond. 

It is not that I want to hamper 
the friendly impulses of any Ameri- 
can girl to write to a lonely American 
soldier, or sailor, or marine — or to 
all three. But, for the sake of the 
men and the girls, I should like to 
urge some consideration of pro- 
priety, some check upon indiscrimi- 
nate letter writing. 

“Pickup’’ Scene 
F’ OR example, impropriety is cer- 
tainly evident in the following 
“pickup’”’ scene that occurred a few 
days ago. A bus load of schoolgirls 
stopped for a few minutes close be- 
hind a truckload of soldiers. They 
all “‘yoo-hooed’’ to each other. One 
soldier called out, “Hello beautiful, 
write me a letter, will you?” A 
chorus of “Write to me, Mary’’ — 
“Send me a letter, Toots’ was an- 
swered by giggles and the handing 
over of school books and pencils for 
the men to write their names and 
addresses in. Certainly, this is not 
the way to choose men to write to! 

Whether a girl may properly 
write to a man who has left a re- 
quest for letters at a Service Club 
depends upon the responsibility 
assumed by the club directors. 

In my personal opinion, a per- 
fectly conducted Service Club or 
Canteen that is willing to take 
men’s names and ask girls to write to 
them should exact that a question- 
naire be filled in by the hostess-in- 
charge, from answers given her by 
the serviceman. The reason why 
she should write it for him is 
that then she may add com- 
ments of her own. 

A typical questionnaire might 
ask information like this: Age, na- 
tionality of parents (if other than 
American), home town, religion, 
education, occupation before enlist- 
ing, principal interests and the 
reason he wants letters. The per- 
sonal notations by the hostess could 
include remarks on the man’s ap- 


pearance, his behavior, and what is 
known about him at the club. 

When you, let us say, write your 
first letter to Sam Stranger, whose 
questionnaire - answers you have 
read, you should complete your in- 
troduction by telling him the same 
kind of things his card has told you. 
If you write to each other regularly 
and become friends, the one fixed 
rule that you must keep in mind is 
to present a picture of things as 
they are. Describe yourself as you 
reaily look, tell the things you really 
think about; write of the background 
that ts your background. Don’t em- 
broider. Don’t belittle. 


Don’t Write Him Fiction 


Ir YOUR object is to bring a little 
happiness through friendship to a 
far-away soldier, remember, realities 
are very close to him. Falsehood is 
intolerable. Therefore, if you send 
him your picture, don’t send a 
“studio portrait’’ that you know 


doesn’t look like you. Send him 


candid-camera shots that are, if any- 
thing, less goodlooking than you 
think you are, but that at all events 
are taken against your home back- 
ground or in working clothes. 

And, don’t get a sister or a friend 
who happens to be more clever than 
you to tell you what to say! Don’t 
build up a fictional character that 
will collapse if ever you meet. 

A familiar story is that of the girl 
who is in a panic because she and 
Sam Soldier have found “‘romance’’ 
through their letters, and his an- 
nouncement of a furlough will bring 
him rushing to meet the girl of the 
letters — who doesn’t exist! 


Was She Fair? 


Pray-actinc that went to the 
greatest extreme I have ever heard 
of was what heppened to a young 
officer in the jungles of the South Pa- 
cific. He fell in love with one whom he 
believed to be a pin-up beauty, age 
19. In addition, her letters were 
such a delightful mixture of clever- 
ness and sense, that he thought he 
had found the “one and only.” 
Dreams shattered when he came 
home on leave and discovered his 
pin-up beauty to be actually a widow 
of 50 who had been enjoying her- 
self hugely writing “let’s pretend’”’ 
letters to several soldiers. 

An example of the right letters 
were those of a young neighbor of 
my own who wrote of herself as un- 
selfconsciously as in a diary. She told 
of ordinary everyday happenings, 
with enough footnotes to keep him 
posted as to who, what, and where 
she might be referring to. She also 
sent occasional snapshots in air- 
mail letters. All of these made her 
so vividly real to him that at a 
crowded city station, he recognized 
her at sight!
